nan /ſthmas, or narrow ſtreight , going into 
Peloponneſus, now called Morea ; and being (ci- 
tuate between * rwo Seas, the «A gras, and [0+ 
ian , having fair Havens towarcs theſe two 
Scas , a great concourle of people from many 
Countries reſorted thicher . whereupon it was 
called Nobiliſimmm Emporinm, opibur abundans, 
a moſt Noble Mart-Tomn,overfiowing with a 
confluence ot wealth and worldly proſperity z 
yea, lo famous and flouriſhing was this City, 
that the Romans themſelves began to ſulpeR 
her greatneſs ; but the Corinthians were as
